PART OF ABINGTON STREET REOPENED TO VEHICLES AFTER 20 YEARS 


Northampton’s main shopping 
street has reopened to traffic 
for the first time in more than 
20 years. 

A seven-month project to de- 
pedestrianise part of Abing- 
ton Street has been completed 
with 40 new parking space 
created. 

The first vehicles were able 
to travel down the new road on 
Monday. Traffic can only flow 
in one direction from St Giles 
Terrace through to Welling¬ 
ton Street. 

A council spokesman said 
a number of traffic cones and 
temporary metal barriers 
would remain on the edge of 
the road before being gradual¬ 
ly removed and replaced with 
planters and barriers. 

A number of council work¬ 
ers in high visibility jackets 
are also currently stationed in 
Abington Street to direct traf¬ 
fic and keep pedestrians safe. 

The opening of Abington 
Street to traffic was met with 


significant opposition earlier 
this year. A petition to keep 
Abington Street free from 
cars received more than 1,200 
names. A number of traders 
in the shopping street also 
blamed the construction work 
for a drop in trade. 

However, Councillor David 
Mackintosh, leader of North¬ 
ampton Borough Council said 
there had been “great interest” 
from businesses keen to locate 
on the newly re-opened Abing¬ 
ton Street. 

He said: “I would like to 
thank all of the businesses 
for their patience through the 
reopening process. And with 
Abington Street reopened I 
am looking forward to seeing 
a real boost in the area as more 
shoppers come into the top of 
Abington Street.” 

The newly reopened sec¬ 
tion has 30 additional parking 
bays that are free to use for up 
to two hours, as well as drop¬ 
ping off points and 17 disabled 
parking bays.

Drink-driving blitz 
aims to cut offending 
over festive period

Drivers have been warned 
about the dangers of drinking 
and driving as police ramp up 
breath tests for the Christ¬ 
mas period. 

Officers pulled over more than 
50 motorists in Bedford Road 
on Monday as the annual cam¬ 
paign was launched.. 

Sergeant Tony Hopkins, 
who led the operation, said 
road users should expect to 


see many more such opera¬ 
tions over the next four weeks. 

He said: “There will be a lot 
of officers out on the roads do¬ 
ing these kind of tests during 
December because we want to 
make sure people are think¬ 
ing about the dangers of drink¬ 
driving and not doing it.” 

During the operation, none 
of the drivers stopped were 
found to be over the limit. 

But in December last year, 
more than 100 drink-drivers 
were caught on Northampton¬ 
shire’s roads, a drop from 2012 
when almost 130 were caught 
over the limit. 


Sgt Hopkins said he be¬ 
lieved the number of offend¬ 
ers would continue to drop 
this year as people ‘get the 
message’ that drink driving is 
‘socially unacceptable’. 

He said: “People need to 
think about the impact get¬ 
ting a driving ban would have. 

“Would they be able to keep 
their job and get the children 
to school without a driving li¬ 
cence? 

“People need to think, is it 
worth risking everything to 
drive instead of getting a taxi 
or walking home?” 

During December, offic¬ 


ers are encouraging drivers 
to plan ahead and make sure 
they have alternative trans¬ 
port plans in place ahead 
of any Christmas parties so 
they do not risk getting be¬ 
hind the wheel after having a 
drink.

Bypass 'needs bridges’ 


A newbypass proposed for 
the A43 will not speed traf¬ 
fic through the outskirts of 
Northampton unless foot¬ 
bridges and underpasses are 
included in the plans, a parish 
council has said. 
Northamptonshire Coun¬ 
ty Council’s plans for the 
A43 Moulton bypass will go 
on show next week to give peo¬ 
ple a chance to see the propos¬ 
als. 

The one-mile long du¬ 
al-carriageway will link the 
Round Spinney roundabout, 
which is currently being up¬ 
graded, with the Moulton 
roundabout and is part of a

wider scheme to improve the 
A43 between Kettering and 
Northampton. 

It is expected that a formal 
planning application for the 
£i8.75million project will be 
submitted early in January 

2015. 

Barry Care MBE, chairman 
of Moulton Parish Council, 
said motorists could not ben¬ 
efit if crossing pedestrians 
would slow traffic. 

He said: “The proposed 
route of the bypass will run 
through the middle of the as- 
yet-unbuilt Overstone Leys 
estate. 

“People crossing the road 
would have to either use pe¬ 


destrian crossings, defeating 
the point of a bypass, or else 
use bridges and underpasses, 
for which there are currently 
no plans.” 

About 20,000 vehicles use 
the A43 each day and the par¬ 
ish council, like many resi¬ 
dents’ associations, believe 
the only solution to persistent 
rush hour congestion - and 
stationary queues backing 
up for two miles - is to build a 
dual carriageway North West 
Bypass before any new hous¬ 
ing estates are built. 

The plans will be displayed 
on Thursday, December 11 be¬ 
tween 2pm and 7pm at Over¬ 
stone Village Hall.

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Hospital opens new 
A&E for children

A £180,000 new children’s 
assessment centre at North¬ 
ampton General Hospital, 
which has treated more than 
400 youngsters in its first six 
weeks, was officially opened 
by a handful of Saints players. 
Rugby stars Ross McMillan 
and James Craig cut the rib¬ 
bon of the new centre along¬ 
side a host of team mates. 

They then took a tour of the 
children’s ward at the hospital 
and took the time to pause for 
a snap with some of the ward’s 
patients while carrying the 
Aviva Premiership trophy. 

Senior matron for chil¬ 
dren’s services Bally Sandhu 
said the new assessment cen¬ 
tre, which has been sectioned 
off from part of the neighbour¬ 
ing Disney Ward, aims to cut 
waiting times in the Accident 
and Emergency department 
and provide a dedicated place 


to diagnose and observe chil¬ 
dren who are admitted. 

She said: “If a child comes 
into the A&E department - 
staff can pick up the phone, 
call one of our doctors and 
then we can send them down 
to be assessed here.” 

The assessment centre is 
open Monday to Friday from 
8.30am until 10pm and is so 
far seeing up to 40 children 
everyday. 

It is currently staffed with 
a dedicated paediatrician at all 


times, as well as on-duty doc¬ 
tors and children’s nurses, 
who assess the youngsters on 
arrival to the centre. 

The moves to create a new 
centre, which also has seven 
observation beds and chil¬ 
dren’s play facilities, follows 
the Care Quality Commission’s 
March report, which ruled the 
hospital needed to do more to 
improve youngsters’ ‘securi¬ 
ty’. Ms Sandhu said the new 
centre has already helped to 
address those issues.

Emotional return for Wallis 


Trainer celebrates opening night with track’s first ever winner 



GREYHOUNDS 


Champion greyhound trainer 
Mark Wallis made an emo¬ 
tional return to his root core 
county to celebrate Towces- 
ter’s opening night with the 
track’s first ever winner. 

Wallis, who was born and 
brought up in Duston where 
he went to Ryelands Middle 
School and Duston Upper, was 
almost the first man to em¬ 
brace and support the idea of 
a top quality greyhound track 
at Towcester when chief exec¬ 
utive Kevin Ackerman began 
on that long, twisting yet ulti¬ 
mately triumphant path four 
years ago. 

His relationship with the 
course is such that he is now 
training a greyhound named 
Poodle Star for Towcester 
Racecourse owner Lord Hes- 
keth which is due to run at 
the new track in the next fort¬ 
night. 

With Towcester’s open¬ 
ing imminent, Wallis, based 
at Lakenheath in Suffolk, also 
lent his name to The Markwal- 
lisgreyhounds.co.uk Mares’ 
Novices’ Hurdle at the course’s 
opening horse racing fixture 
on October 8 - a race trained 
by IC Gold, trained by Gordon 
Elliott in Ireland. 


That in itself might be fit¬ 
ting as Wallis believes Towces¬ 
ter’s superb facilities will soon 
attract the best dogs over from 
Ireland, as well as this coun¬ 
try. 

Wallis ran two dogs in the 
Towcester Inaugural Grey¬ 
hound Stakes on Saturday 
and while it was market lead¬ 
er Benkaat Boomer who at¬ 
tracted most support, it was 
Fairest Royal who stormed 
home from trap one, one of 
three winners to emerge from 
that stall on the night, a feat 
matched by dogs from traps 
two and four on the 12 race 
contest. 

Despite being racked in 
pain after ‘doing his back’ Wal¬ 
lis said: “It has been like com¬ 
ing back home tonight.” 

Pointing at the massed 
ranks on the steppings he 
said: “Towcester has done a 
great job and while in three 
months time there probably 
won’t be that sort of crowd 
week in, week out, there will 
be a hard core and if they 
continue to sell up all the hos¬ 
pitality it will be a raging suc¬ 
cess.” 

He added: “I was the top 
trainer at Walthamstow when 
that closed down in 2008.1 
had the last winner there on 
that night with Mountjoy Dia¬ 
mond. There were 10,000 peo¬ 


ple there and having the first 
winner here tonight is just as 
memorable.” 

“Walthamstow was the As¬ 
cot of the greyhound world -1 
can remember Brad Pitt din¬ 
ing there - and Towcester can 
prove just as popular. With¬ 


out delving too much into the 
politics, the difference here is 
that the money and invest¬ 
ment is going back to the right 
people, the racecourse itself 
and the trainers who support 
it.”
